I am reminded of a little work in the same tenor whloh was 
brought to my notice about two years ago, written in French by 
Father J. B. St. Jure, S.J., and entitled “Christ, Our Teacher.” 1 
was so much impressed by its merit and usefulness that I had it 
translated, as there was not to my knowledge anything like it in the 
English language. But I now welcome the Divine Armory as supe- 
rior in scope and extent, and better able to accomplish the good 1 
anticipated from tbe smaller book. 

I venture to predict for Father Vaughan’s book the honest appre- 
ciation of all lovers of the Sacred Text ; and in their name I con- 
gratulate him upon the happy and successful termination of this 
life-work of his, and I thank him in advance for all the spiritual gifts 
and graces of which, through him, we shall be made participators.

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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 



The compilation of this Scripture Text-Book was 
suggested by a small volume which first appeared two 
hundred years ago, entitled Theologia Scriptures Divines , 
Auctore Henrico Marcellio , S.J. ; and upon the idea and 
plan of that work it is to some extent based. But it has 
been so greatly amplified that it may be regarded as in 
reality a new work, modified in plan, and containing six 
times more matter than the original. 

In putting together this Scripture Text-Book, use has 
been freely made of the Roman Ritual, of the Parodists 
Aniince , and, with due authority , of several modern com- 
pilations of Scripture texts. A grateful acknowledgment 
is especially due to the distinguished disciple and student of 
St. Thomas, the Rev. Dr. Gildea, for the Introductions to 
the five Books and their several Parts, which, with only two 
or three exceptions, are the work of his pen. These Intro- 
ductions contain in a brief form the essence of theological 
teaching; and though treating often of abstruse and difficult 
subjects, they are written in so clear and easy a style as to 
be intelligible to any ordinary mind. An acknowledgment 
is also due for much assistance rendered by the Rev. Henry 
M. Bayley, B.A. Cantab., in drawing up the Calendar of 
Scripture Saints : a Calendar which will serve to bring the 
reader into a closer union of mind and heart with those 
great Saints whose lives are recorded or referred to in Holy 
Writ. 

That this Scripture Text-Book may help to show forth 
more clearly the Divine Scriptural character of the teaching 
and liturgy of the Holy Church, and that it may increase 
in those who use it a knowledge and love of the Sacred 
Book from which it is compiled, is the earnest hope and 
prayer of the compiler,

OUR LAST END, 

AND THE MEANS OF ITS ATTAINMENT. 

In this Book we will adduce from the Holy Scrip- 
tures those passages which refer : 

L To God considered as the Final End and Happi- 
ness for which we are created. 

II. To the means of attaining that End. 

1H. To the obstacles which hinder its attainment. 

S. Thomas, who defines Beatitude as “ the exercise 
of man’s noblest faculty upon the noblest object,” 
proves that man’s End and Happiness can be found 
neither in riches, nor honours, nor glory, nor 
power, nor any created thing, but in God alone. 0 
“ Thou hast made us, O Lord, for Thyself,” says 8. 
Augustine, “and our heart hath no rest until it re3t 
in Thee.” God Himself constitutes the objective Beati- 
tude, and the intuitive vision of God constitutes the 
farmed Beatitude of man. The joy of the Blessed is a 
consequence of their Beatitude. 

We attain our End by means of good works, and we 
are led to the knowledge and practice of good works 
by the light of God’s Law and by the aid of His Grace. 
The obstacles are our sins by which we violate God’s 
Law, and reject His Grace.

As has been shown, God is necessarily the End and 
Beatitude of man. But, although God is necessarily 
the End of man, still man must attain to God by his 
free exertions, for man is, by the very constitution of 
his nature, a free agent, and, as S. Thomas points out, 
“it belongs to God’s Providence to control and direct 
each thing in a manner suitable to the conditions of its 
nature.” 9 Man’s will is the immediate subject of his 
freedom, but his reason is the root of his freedom. As 
the reason j udges, so the will elects. As are our thoughts, 
so are our actions. Hence the necessity of meditation 
and of filling our minds with the things of God. “ With 
dt eolation,” says the Prophet Jeremias, “ is the whole 
world laid desolate, because there is no one that ihinketh 
in his heart.” f By good works alone we can “ make our 
election sure.”

PART III. 

EXTERNAL AND INTERNAL LAW. 



Man, as has been seen, attains to his End by freely 
exerting himself in the pursuit of good and the avoid- 
ance of evil. But evil often appears in the guise of 
good, and good is often represented as evil. How then 
shall man distinguish between them ? Evidently he 
needs some rule or standard by which he can test actions 
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whether they be good or evil. God has not been want- 
ing to man in his necessity, bat has supplied him with tho 
needed rule or standard ; and it is twofold : 

L The Natural Law, or the Light of Conscience. 

II. The Divine-Positive Law of the Old and New 
Testaments. 

A human action is in every way good provided that 
it is in perfect conformity to these laws, bat it is evil 
if it be out of harmony with them. 

We will add to our texts on Law a few Sacred Texts 
on the passions, which S. Paul often calls by the name 
of Zaio, that so we may set forth more forcibly the 
necessity of grace.

VIRTUE, VICE, AND SIN IN GENERAL. 



Man either corresponds with the light and energy 
which God offers him, and then his state is a state of 
Virtue, or he refuses correspondence, and then his state 
is a state of sin. Virtue Considered generically may be 
defined as “ a habit of acting in a manner which is con- 
formed to the Divine Law.” In the present Part we 
will quote passages of Sacred Scripture which refer to 
Virtue considered in its generic, absolute, and unre- 
stricted sense, as signifying the fulness of Virtue, and 
the possession of all the forms of Virtue. In Book III. 
we will treat, in detail, of the various forms of 
Virtue — that is, of the conformity of the human will 
to the various forms of the Divine Law. 

Sin considered generically is (( a free transgression 
of the Divine Law ” (S. Alphonsus), or “ a volun- 
tary departure from the Law of God ” (S. Thomas), 
or “a word, thought, or desire against the Eternal 
Law of God” (S. Augustine) Here we consider ain. 
like Virtue, in its general aspect.

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THE THEOLOGICAL AND CARDINAL VIRTUES* 

AND 

THEIR CONTRARY VICES. 

We have treated of virtue and vice in general . In 
the present Book we will treat of the various forms of 
virtue and vice. 

Virtues are either Theological or Moral. Theo- 
logical virtues are those virtues which have God for 
their immediate object. Moral virtues are those virtues 
which have for their immediate object, not God, but the 
natural rectitude of some action. 

The Theological virtues are three in number — viz., 
Faith, Hope, and Charity. There are many Moral 
virtues, but they are all reducible to four, which are 
called Cardinal virtues — viz., Prudence, J uatice, Forti- 
tude, and Temperance. In treating of each virtue, we 
shall at the Bame time treat of the contrary vices. 

The Theological virtues stand first in order of 
dignity. S. Clement of Alexandria calls the Theologi- 
cal virtues “ The three foundations of the Temple of 
Christ.”* St. Augustine names them “The three 
weapons of all science and prophecy.” f Rupert 
regards them as “ The three steps by which we are led to 
the likeness of the Blessed Trinity.” J

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DIVINE FAITH AND THE CONTRARY VICES. 



Faith, which the Council of Trent 0 has declared 
to be “ The beginning of human salvation, the founda- 
tion and root of all justification/ * is “ an infused, super- 
natural habit inclining the intellect to firmly assent 
to the truths revealed by God and proposed by the 
Church, on account of the authority of God, the Re- 
vealer.” The material object of Faith is God Himself, 
as the “ prima veritas in essendo,” and whatever else 
has been revealed by God. The formal object or 
motive determining our assent of Faith is God Himself, 
as the “ prima veritas in dicendo,” or, in other words, 
the veracity of God. The habit of Faith, like the 
habits of the other virtues, must not remain inoperative. 
It must go forth into act. It must even, as often as the 
glory of God or our neighbours’' good should require 
it, manifest itself externally. “ With the heart, we be- 
lieve unto justice ; but, with the mouth, confession is ' 
made unto salvation.’ 1 *)* The Gifts of the Holy Spirit 
which correspond to the virtue of Faith are Intellect 
and Science. The vices opposed to the habit of Faith 
are Unbelief, Heresy, and Apostasy. The vice opposed 
to the confession or external manifestation of Faith is 

Blasphemy.

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THEOLOGICAL HOPE AND THE CONTRARY VICES. 



Hope is u a supernatural virtue divinely infused, by 
which, with certain confidence, we expect eternal happi- 
ness and the means conducing thereto, through the 
assistance of God.” The material object of Hope is God 
Himself, “ ut possidendus,” and the means which lead 
to the possession of Him. The formal object or motive 
of Hope is the Mercy and Omnipotence of Ood and 
His Faithfulness to His promises. Although Hope has 
God for its immediate object, still, since it implies a good 
not yet possessed, it involves imperfection, and there- 
fore, like Faith, which involves imperfect vision, Hope 
will have no existence in Heaven. Some indeed have 
thought that the Blessed hope for a continuance of their 
Beatitude, and for the Resurrection of their bodies . But 
as S. Thomas* points out, (1) the Blessed enjoy 
Eternal Life which transcends the distinctions of past, 
present, and future; (2) the Resurrection of their 
bodies is an assured certainty , and therefore cannot be 
matter for Hope, the object of which is the “ bonum 
arduum ,” or the good which is difficult of attainment 
Gift which corresponds to Hope is Holy Fear. The 
vices opposed to Hope are Presumption and Despair.

Charity is M a divinely infused supernatural virtue by 
which we love God, above all things, for His own sake, 
and our neighbour for God’s sake.” The joy, glory, and 
crown of Charity lie in this, that it makes us the 
Friends of God. That we may become the Friends of 
God is clear from the sacred text, 14 You are My 
Friends.”* That Charity possesses the conditions of 
this Friendship is equally clear. According to S. 
Thomas, f the conditions of friendship are, (1) 
unselfish love, (2) mutual love, (3) intercommunion. 
But by Charity, (1) man loves God for God's sake, and 
God loves man for man's sake, as a subject to whom He 
wishes eternal Beatitude. (2) The love is mutual. “He 
that loveth Me shall be loved of My Father, and I will 
love him." J (3) There is intercommunion of God and 
man by communion in the same Beatitude which the 
Just possess 44 in exilio, in jure et in spe, in patria autem 
in re.”

PRUDENCE AND ITS CONTRARY VICES. 



We dow treat of the Cardinal Virtues, Prudence, 
Justice, Fortitude, and Temperance, to which all the 
other Moral Virtues are reducible. S. Thomas shows * 
that four wounds were inflicted on the soul by the sin of 
our first parents, viz. (1) ignorance in the reason, (2) 
malice in the will, (3) infirmity in the irascible, and (4) 
concupiscence in the ooncupiscible appetites. These four 
wounds, which are the root of all sins, are removed by 
the four Cardinal Virtues. Thus, (1) Prudence enables 
the reason to perceive what, in the particular circum- 
stances, is most conformed to Right Reason ; (2) Justice 
disposes the will to act fairly, and to render to every 
one his due ; (3) Fortitude enables the irascible appetite 
to steer a middle course' between excessive fear and 
rashness; (4) Temperance balances the ooncupiscible 
appetite between the immoderate pursuit of pleasure 
and insensibility with respect to pleasure. 

All the Moral Virtues have as their aim conformity 
to right reason, but “ it belongs to Prudence to decide 
in what way, and by what means, man may in his 
conduct attain the golden mean of reason.” f Hence 
Prudence is the measure and rule of the other Moral 
Virtues.

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Justice is a “ Moral Virtue which inclines the will to 
constantly and perpetually render to each one his due.” 
The words constantly and perpetually are employed in 
the definition to distinguish the habit of Justice, which 
like all habits is a ‘ ‘ permanent disposition,” from a 
mere passing impulse in the direction of Justice. 
Justice differs from the other Moral Virtues in this: 
that whereas they regulate man in himself \ Justice 
regulates man in his relations with others . Consequently 
the matter on which J ustioa exproises itself is not the 
passions , but exterior actions and thin gs. * J ustice may, 
indeed, exercise an indirect and accidental influence on 
the passions. Thus if J ustice finds that its inclination 
to render to eaoh one his due is opposed by the passions 
(by the passion, e.g., of avarice), it will call upon the 
appropriate virtues to bestir themselves, and to over- 
pome the passions. But the influence which Justice 
here exercises is indirect and mediate. Justice ranks 
higher than either Fortitude or Temperance, because 
(1) the latter reside in the passions , whereas Justice 
resides in a no bier subject, the will; (2) the latter conduce 
to the good of the virtuous man alone, but Justice 
conduces to the good of others also.f 
The potential parts of Justice or the virtues reducible 
to Justice are of two classes. Justice renders to every 
one his due . Consequently when debt, properly so called ,

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is wanting , or when the debt is, by its nature, suctr 
that it cannot be strictly rendered , Justice, in the 
rigorous sense of the term, has no place. But there is, 
nevertheless, room for virtues which realise, not fully, 
indeed, but, at least, in some imperfect degree, the 
idea of Justice, and are reducible to Justice. These 
virtues are called the potential parts of J ustice, and are 
divided into two classes. When the debt is not legal 
and rigorous, but is one which we are led to recognise 
Only by a sense of the fitness of things , then the virtues 
possible are Gratitude, Vindication, Truth, Affability, 
Liberality, and Equity. But, when the debt is, indeed, 
a rigorous one, but is, by its nature, of such excellence 
that adequate payment is impossible , like the debt, e.g., 
which we owe to God or to our parents (“ Deo et 
parentibus,” says Aristotle, “ non potest reddi mqui- 
valens ”), then the virtues which may be exercised are 
Religion, Filial Piety, Reverence, and Obedience. 
Beoause these various virtues either pay what is in some 
sense due , or in some sense pay what is rigorously due, 
they are all reducible to Justice, and are known as its 
potential parts. Sacred Texts bearing on these virtues 
and their contrary vices will be quoted in the course of 
this Book. *

Religion is * 1 a Moral Virtue which disposes ns to give 
to God the worship that is due to Him as the Snpreme 
Lord of all.” * Religion does not reach the dignity of 
a Theological Virtue, since its immediate object is, not 
God Himself, but the worship due to God.f Never- 
theless it is the highest of the Moral Virtues, since it 
has more direct relation to God than any other Moral 
Virtue. X The Intrior and Principal Acts of Religion 
are Devotion and Prayer. The Exterior and Secondary 
Acts of Religion are of three kindsN (1) Those by whioh 
the body is offered to God ; Adoration (2), those by 
which some exterior thing is (a) offered or ( b ) promised 
to God ; and these are (a) Sacrifices, Oblations, First- 
fruits, Tithes, ( b ) Vows. (3) Those by which something 
Divine— the Sacraments Or the Name of God — is used 
by man. The Name of God is used by Religion (1) to 
confirm one’s words ; Oaths, (2) to move others ; 
Adjuration, (3) in Invocation.

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PART VIII 

TEMPERANCE AND THE VIRTUES CONNECTED 
WITH IT, AND THE CONTRARY VICES. 

Just as the office of Fortitude is to reduce fear to the 
control of Reason, by preventing unreasonable fear, on 
the one hand, and unreasonable insensibility to fear, 
cn the other, so the office of Temperance is to reduce 
pleasure to the control of Reason, by excluding im- 
moderate pleasure, on the one hand, and immoderate 
insensibility to pleasure, on the -other. And just as 
Fortitude is primarily concerned with the regulation of 
the most terrible fear of all, the fear excited by danger 
to life, so Temperance is primarily concerned with the 
regulation of those pleasures which are the most 
vehement of all ; and these pleasures, as S. Th >mas 
shows,* are the pleasures consequent upon those 
operations by which the individual man is preserved, 
or the human species propagated. And, as these 
pleasures are primarily pleasures of touch, it follows 
that the primary office of Temperance is to subjugate 
the pleasures of touch to the sway of Right Reason. The 
secondary office of Fortitude is to regulate the pleasures 
of the other senses, in so far as these pleasures, e.g. y the 
pleasures of taste, conduce to the more delectable use 
of those necessary things which pertain to touch. The 
various species of Temperance are Abstinence, Sobriety, 
Chastity, and Modesty (Pudicitia). The potential 
parts of Temperance, or the virtues reducible to 
Temperance, inasmuch as, in a less arduous sphere, 
they imitate Temperance, are Continence, Clemency, 
Meekness, and Modesty. Modesty is subdivided into 
four species — Humility, Studiosity f (which regulates 
the love of Study), Modesty in bearing, and Modesty 

in dress.

PART IX. 

FORTITUDE AND THE VIRTUES CONNECTED 
WITH IT, AND THE CONTRARY VICES. 

“It perlainsTo virtue to make man good and to make 
his conduct be in accordance with Reason. Now this 
can be brought about in three ways. Either (1) the 
Reason itself is rectified — and this is the work of the 
Intellectual Virtues / or (2) Right Reason is carried out 
in social life — and this is the work of Justice ; or (3) 
the impediments, which would prevent the carrying 
out of Right Reason, are removed. Now the human 
will can be impeded from carrying out Right Reason 
in two ways. Either (1) the will is drawn by sensible 
pleasure to what is prohibited by Reason — and this 
impediment is removed by Temperance; or (2) the will 
is repelled, from what Reason requires, by the diffi- 
culties that attend it — and this impediment is removed 
by Fortitude” • The difficulties, which would prevent

the carrying oat of Bight Season, may be (i) evils 
which we are called upon to endure, or (2) evils which 
we are called upon to attack. Since Virtue lies in the 
golden mean, Fortitude not only provides the courage 
needed to endure, but also tempers the courage needed 
for onslaught, lest it degenerate into rashness. Forti- 
tude prevents the will from suffering any evils, be they 
great or be they trifling , to divert it from Bight Season. 
Nevertheless, since, as Aristotle says, 44 Virtue is to be 
measured by perfect acts,” Fortitude proper exists only 
where there is a readiness to encounter the greatest evils 
rather than deflect from Bight Season . And thus, since 
the greatest of physical evils is deaths Fortitude is 
primarily concerned with the risks of death, and only 
secondarily with inferior risks. The potential parts and 
secondary forms of Fortitude, or the Virtue* which act 
in the face of inferior evils as Fortitude does in the face 
of death, are Magnanimity, Magnificence, Patience, and 
Perseverance. Just as Fortitude surrenders life , so 
Magnanimity surrenders honour , and Magnificence* 
surrenders wealth , rather than fall short of the demands 
of Reason. Patience triumphs over the sadness which 
Misfortune, even when incurred in the pursuit of Virtue, 
would naturally produce ; and Perseverance keeps the 
field no matter how long the difficulties which attend 
Virtue may endure.

The “ Word of God” in its first and original sens© 
is the personal and proper name of the Second Person 
of the Blessed Trinity — the Art and Wisdom- of the 
Father. In a secondary sense the “ Word of God ” 
signifies every external manifestation of the wisdom of 
G;od. Thus ancient Greek writers call creation “the 
external generation of the Word.” By generation they 
mean manifestation. God’s wisdom is so manifest 
throughout creation that they who fail to perceive it- 
are condemned by the “ Wise Man ” as “ vain ” and by 
S. Paul as “ inexcusable.” But God deigned to make a 
yet fuller manifestation of Himself. He had destined 
man for a higher vision of Himself than that which is 
u through a glass, in a dark manner.” Man was to see 
Him “ face to face ” and “ as He is.” Such was to be 
the end and beatitude of man — a supernatural end and 
beatitude. The manifestation of God by the light of 
Nature could convey no knowledge of this supernatural 
end. Yet the end must be known. Man must press 
onward to that end, direct all his actions to it. So God 
manifested this design of His wisdom and goodness by 
that fuller manifestation of Himself which is by the 
light of Faith. The “ Word of God” in the sense in which 
we here employ the term is the manifestation of God 
which is by Faith. The truths of Faith are contained 
equally in the Sacred Scriptures and in Divine Tradition. 
The difference between the Sacred Scriptures and 
Divine Tradition is not a difference of substance, but 
only a difference of mode. The Sacred Scriptures are 
the written word of God ; the truths contained in 
Divine Tradition are the unwritten word of God.

PART II. 

ON THE CHURCH. 

The Church, in its widest .sense, may be defined 
“ The Faithful united, under the Headship of Christ, in 
the true worship of God.” Considered more in detail, 
the Church is either militant on earth, suffering in 
Purgatory, or triumphant in Heaven. The Church 
militant consists of body and soul. The body of the 
Church is identical with the Church considered as an 
external visible society, or, in other words, is the external 
union of the Faithful with their Head by bonds which 
are visible. These bonds are the profession of the same 
Faith, the participation of the same Sacraments, and 
subjection to the Holy See, the Vicar and visible Repre- 
sentative of Christ on earth. The soul of the Church 
is the internal union of the Faithful with their Head 
by bonds which are invisible. These bonds are Faith, 
Hope, Charity, the virtues and the gifts of the Holy 
Spirit by means of which the members of the Church 
participate in the life of their Head. Many are saved 
who, without fault of theirs, have never belonged to 
the body of the Church. Nevertheless the visible 
Church is the Divinely appointed organisation for saving 
the souls of men. It ought, then, to be clearly recog- 
nisable ; and it is made so by four notes — Unity, 
Sanctity, Catholicity, Apostolicity. These four notes 
are visible properties or characteristics of the true" 
Church. Where these four notes are found, there is 
the Church of Christ ; without them, there is no tfue 
Church of Christ. 
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The Church militant, the Church suffering, and the 
Church triumphant are in communion with each other, 
for they are all parts of one family, one kingdom, one 
body of Christ, one Church, the various members of 
which are united with Christ as members with their 
Head, and are united with each other by the bonds of 
Charity, which are “ stronger than death." We honour 
the Blessed in Heaven, and they intercede for us before 
God. What our brethren in Heaven do for us we do 
for our brethren in Purgatory, and we add to our 
prayers of intercession works of satisfaction.

— For it is written in 
the Book of Psalms : Let 
their habitation become de- 
solate, and let there be none 
to dwell therein. And his 
bishopric let another take. — 
Wherefore of these men who 
have compRnied with us, all 
the time that the Lord Jesus 
came in, and went out 
among us, — Beginning from 
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the baptism of John, until 
the day wherein He was ta- 
ken up from us, one of these 
must be made a witness with 
us of His Resurrection. — 
And thev appointed two, 
Joseph called Barsabas, who 
was sumamed Justus, and 
Matthias.

words of this life. — Who 
having heard this, early in 
the morning, entered into 
the Temple, and taught. 

And the High Priest coming, 
and they that were with 
him, called together the 
council, and all the ancients 
of the children of Israel, and 
they sent to the prison to 
have them brought. — But 
when the ministers came, 
and having opened the pri- 
son, found them not ; they 
returned and told, — Say- 
ing : The prison indeed we 
found shut, with all dili- 
gence, and the keepers stand- 
ing before the doors : but 
opening it, we found no man 
within. — Now when the 
magistrate of the Temple, 
and the chief Priests heard 
these words, they were in 
doubt concerning them, what 
would come to pass. — But 
one came and told them : 

Behold the men whom yon 
put in prison, are in the 
Temple standing, and teach- 
ing the people. — Then went 
the magistrate with the 
ministers, and brought them 
without violence : for they 
feared the people, lest they 
should be stoned. — And when 
they had brought them, they 
set them before the council. 

And the High Priest asked 
them, — Saying : Command- 
ing we commanded you that 
you should not teach in this 
Name : and behold you have 
filled Jerusalem with your 
doctrine, and you have a 
mind to bring the Blood of 
this Man upon us. 

But Peter and the Apos- Ac 5,29- 
tles answering, said : We 33 
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ought to obey God rather 
than men. — The God of our 
fathers hath raised up Jesus, 
Whom you put to death, 
hanging him upon a Tree. — 
Him hath God exalted with 
His right hand, to be Prince 
and Saviour, to give repent- 
ance to Israel, and remission 
of sins. — And we are wit- 
nesses of these things, and 
the Holy Ghost, Whom God 
hath given to all that obey 
Him. — When they had heard 
these things, they were cut 
to the heart, and they 
thought to put them to 
death. 

Ac 5, 34- But one in the council ris- 
39 ing up, a Pharisee, named 
Gamaliel, a doctor of the 
law, respected by all the 
people, commanded the men 
to be put forth a little while. 
— And he said to them : Ye 
men of Israel, take heed to 
yourselves what you intend 
to do, as touching these 
men. — For before these days 
rose up Theodas, affirming 
himself to be somebody, to 
whom a number of men, 
about four hundred, joined 
themselves : who was slain : 
and all that believed him 
were scattered and brought 
to nothing. — After this man 
rose up Judas of Galilee in 
the days of the enrolling, 
and drew away the people 
after him : he also perished ; 
and all, even as many as 
consented to him, were dis- 

r ;rsed.— And now therefore 
say to you, refrain from 
these men, and let them 
alone : for if this counsel or 
this work be of men, it will 
come to nought. — But if it 
be of God, you cannot over- 



throw it ; lest perhaps you 
be found even to fight 
against God. And they 
consented to him. 

And calling in the Apos- Ac 6,40- 
ties, after they had scourged 42 
them, they charged them 
that they should not speak 
at all in' the Name of Jesus, 
and they dismissed them. — 

And they indeed went from 
the presence of the council 
rejoicing, that they were ac- 
counted worthy to suffer 
reproach for the Name of 
Jesus. — And every day they 
ceased not, in the Temple, 
and from house to house, to 
teach and preach Christ 
Jesus.

Then the Apostles who Ac 8, 14- 
were in Jerusalem, had 17 
heard that Samaria had re- 
ceived the Word of God : 
they sent unto them Peter 
ana John. — Who when they 
were come, prayed for them, 
that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost. — For He was 
not as yet come upon any of 
them : but they were only 
baptised in the Name of the 
Lord Jesus. — Then they laid 
their hands upon them, and 
they received the Holy 
Ghost. 

.And when Simon saw that Ac 8, 18- 
by the imposition of the 24 
hand of the Apostles the 
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Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money. — Say- 
ing : Give me also this 

power, that on whomsoever I 
shall lay my hands, he may 
receive the Holy Ghost. 
But Peter said to him: — 
Keep thy money tp thyself 
to perish with thee, because 
thou hast thought that the 
gift of God may be purchased 
with money. — Thou hast no 
part nor lot in this matter. 
For thy heart is not right in 
the sight of God. — Do pen- 
ance therefore from this thy 
wickedness : and pray to 
God, if perhaps this thought 
of thy heart may be forgiven 
thee. — For I see thou art in 
the gall of bitterness, and 
in the bonds of iniquity. — 
Then Simon answering, said : 
Pray you for me to the 
Lord, that none of these 
things which you have 
spoken may come upon me. 

And they indeed having 
testified and preached the 
Word of the Lord : returned 
to Jerusalem, and preached 
the Gospel to many coun- 
tries of the Samaritans. 

After three years I went 
to Jerusalem to see Peter, 
and I tarried with him fif- 
teen days. — But other of 
the Apostles I saw none: 
saving James the brother of 
the Lord. 

When they had seen that 
to me was committed the 
Gospel of the uncircumcised, 
as to Peter was that of the 
circumcision.— -(For He Who 
wrought in Peter to the 
Apostleship of the circum- 
cision, wrought in me also 
among the Gentiles.) — And 
when they had known the 



grace that was given to me, 

James and Cephas and John, 
who seemed to be pillars, 
gave to me and Barnabas the 
right hands of fellowship : 
that we should go unto the 
Gentiles, and they unto the 
circumcision. 

And it came to pass, that Ac 9, 32 v 
Peter, as he passed through, 
visiting all, came to the 
saints who dwelt at Lydda. 

And he found there a cer- Ac 9, 33- 
tain man named Eneas, who 35 
had kept his bed for eight 
years, who was ill of the 
palsy. — And Peter said to 
him : Eneas, the Lord Jesus 
Christ healeth thee : arise, 
and make thy bed. And 
immediately he arose. — And 
all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Saron saw him : who were 
converted to the Lord. 

And in Joppe there was a Ac 9, 36- 
certain disciple named Ta- 43 
bitha, which by interpreta- 
tion is called Dorcas. This 
woman was full of good 
works and alms-deeds which 
she did.— And it came to 
pass in those days that she 
was sick and died. Whom 
when they had washed, they 
laid her in an upper chamber. 

—And forasmuch as Lydda 
was nigh to Joppe, the dis- 
ciples hearing that Peter 
was there, sent unto him two 
men, desiring him that he 
would not be slack to come 
unto them. — And Peter ris- 
ing up went with them. 

And when he was come, they 
brought him into the upper 
chamber : and all the widows 
stood about him weeping, 
and showing him the coats 
and garments which Dorcas 
made them.— And they all 
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being put forth : Peter kneel- 
ing down prayed, and turn- 
ing to the body he said : 
Tabitha, arise. And she 
opened her eyes : and seeing 
Peter, she sat up.— And giv- 
ing her his hand he lifted 
her up. And when he had 
called the saints and the 
widows, he presented her 
alive. — And it was made 
known throughout all Joppe : 
and many believed in the 
Lord.— And it came to pass 
that he abode many days in 
Joppe, with one Simon a 
tanner. 

16. HIS XIDDAY PRAYER. 
BIS ECSTASY OF MIND. HIS 
VISION OF GLEAN AND UN- 
CLEAN BEASTS. GOES TO 
0B8ABBA, WARNED BY AN 
ANGEL TO BAPTISE CORNE- 
LIUS. HIS DISCOURSE ON 
THE OCCASION. HE DEFENDS 
THE RECEPTION OF GENTILES 
INTO THE CHURCH. 

Ac 10, 1-8 Now there was a certain 
maTi in Cesarea, named Cor- 
nelius, a centurion of that 
which is called the Italian 
band, — A religious man, and 
fearing God with all his 
house, giving much alms to 
the people, and always pray- 
« ing to God. — This man saw in 

a vision manifestly, about the 
ninth hour of the day, an Angel 

' of God coming in unto him, 

and saying to him : Corne- 
lius. — And he beholding him, 
being seized with fear, said : 
What is it, Lord ? And He 
said to him: Thy prayers 
and thy alms are ascended 
for a memorial in the sight 
of God. — And now send men 
• to Joppe, and call hither one 
Simon, who is sumamed 



Peter : — He lodgeth with one 
Simon a tanner, whose house 
is by the seaside: he will tell 
thee what thou must do. — 

And when the Angel who 
spoke to him was departed, 
he called two of his house- 
hold servants, and a soldier 
who feared the Lord, of 
them that were under him : — 

To whom when he had re- 
lated all, he sent them to 
Joppe. 

And on the next day Ac 10,9-10 
whilst they were going on 
their journey, and drawing 
nigh to the city, Peter went 
up to the higher parts of the 
house, to pray about the 
sixth hour. — And being hun- 
gry, he was desirous to taste 
somewhat. And as they 
were preparing there came 
upon him an ecstasy of 
mind. 

And he saw the Heaven Ac 10,9-33 
opened, and a certain vessel 
descending, as it were a great 
linen sheet let down by the 
four corners from Heaven 
to the earth. — Wherein were 
all manner of four-footed 
beasts, and creeping things 
of the earth, and fowls of the 
air. — And there came a 
voice to him: Arise, Peter, 
kill, and eat. — And Peter said : 

Far be it from me, Lord ; 
for I never did eat anything 
that is common and unclean. 

—And the voice spoke to 
him again the second time .

As touching the charity of 
brotherhood, we have no 
need to write to you: for 
yourselves have learned of 
God to love one another. 

As for you, let the unction, 
which you have received 
from Him, abide in you. 
And you have no need that 
any man teach you : but as 
His unction teacheth you of 
all things, and is truth, and 
is no lie. And as it hath 
taught you, abide in Him. 
Saul as yet breathing out 



threatenings and slaughter 
against the Disciples of the 
Lord, went to the High 
Priest. 

When he was come into Ac 9,26 
Jerusalem, he essayed to 
join himself to the Disciples, 
and they were all afraid of 
him, not believing that he 
was a Disciple. 

They conversed there in Ac 11, 26 
the Church a whole year; 
and they taught a great 
multitude, so that at An- 
tioch the Disciples were 
first named Christians. 

It came to pass while Ac 19, 1 
Apollo was at Corinth, that 
Paul, having passed through 
the upper coasts, came to 
Ephesus, and found certain 
Disciples. 

When Paul would have Ac 19, 30 
entered in unto the people, 
the Disciples suffered him 
not. 

After the tumult was Ac 20, 1 
ceased, Paul, calling to him 
the Disciples, and exhorting 
them, took his leave, and set 
forward to go into Mace- 
donia. 

God indeed hath set 1 C12, 28 
some in the Church, first 
Apostles, secondly Prophets, 
thirdly doctors, after that 
miracles, then the graces of 
healing, helps, governments, 
kinds of tongues, interpreta- 
tions of speeches.

PART III. 

THE SACRAMENTS OF THE CHURCH. 

Decree of the Council of Florence, “ pro instructions 
Armenorum .” 

“ There are seven Sacraments of the New Law- 
Baptism, Confirmation, the Eucharist, Penance, 
Extreme Unction, Order, and Matrimony. The 
Sacraments are very different from the Sacraments of 
the Old Law. The Sacraments of the Old Law did not 
cause grace, but only represented that grace was to be 
given by the Passion of Christ. Of the Sacraments 
of the New Law the first five are ordained to the 
spiritual perfection of each man in himself ; the last 
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two are ordained to the government and multiplication 
of the entire Church. By Baptism we are spiritually 
born agaiu ; by Confirmation we are increased in 
grace and strengthened in faith ; we are nourished by 
the Divine Food of the Eucharist. If by sin we fall 
into sickness of soul we are spiritually healed by 
Penance ; spiritually and, so far as it is expedient for 
the soul, corporally too by Extreme Unction ; by Order 
the Church is governed and spiritually multiplied ; by 
Matrimony the Church is corporally increased. All 
these Sacraments are perfected by three elements — by 
things which are the matter, by words which are the 
form, and by the person of the minister conferring the 
Sacrament, with the intention of doing what the Church 
does. If any one of these three elements be wanting 
there is no Sacrament. Of these Sacraments, three, 
Baptism, Confirmation, and Order, impress on the 
soul a character ; that is, a spiritual, distinguishing 
sign which is indelible. Consequently these Sacra- 
ments are not repeated in the same person. But the 
four others do not impress a character, and may be 
repeated.”

THE HOLY EUCHARIST. 

Our Blessed Lord said to His Disciples in His 
discourse after the Last Supper. “ As the Father 
hath loved Me, so have I loved you/ 5 * But the Father 
loves His Only Begotten Son with an infinite love ; 
can Jesus thus love us ? Yet we may not question ; 
we may not ask for proof ; He, the Eternal Truth, 
has said it. Nevertheless we have a proof, and a 
proof which will remain till the end of time, for, 
just before speaking these ever-memorable words, 
Jesus had instituted the adorable Sacrament of the 
Altar. 

Love does much, gives much, suffers much. If, 
then, the love be infinite there will be infinite works, 
infinite gifts, and infinite sufferings. But in the 
ever Blessed Sacrament of the Altar the works of 
Jesus truly present there are infinite, His gifts are 
infinite, His sufferings are infinite. 

(1) His works are infinite. He does there what God 
alone can do : He works miracles. The accidents 
of bread and wine remain without the subjects on 
which they naturally depend ; a human body is 
there without dimension, weight, or mass ; it is mul- 
tiplied indefinitely without losing its unity. These 
and many other miracles are worked by the few 
words of Consecration. 

But, after all, it is a small thing for the great God 
to suspend, and change, and overcome the laws of 
Nature. But what if He overcome Himself ? This, 

•J*hn 15, 0 
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too, Jesus does in the Holy Sacrament. If, in the 
words of the Apostle, “ He emptied Himself,” when 
He came in “ the form of a servant,” how much more 
when He comes under the appearance of bread? 
During His life on earth Jesus was “the comeliest 
of the sons of men,” but during the days of His 
bitter Passion He was “as a worm and no man 
and the Blessed Eucharist is a Memorial of all the 
ignomimr of the Passion. 

^ Dear Lord, Thou hast worked many miracles in 
this Adorable Sacrament. Work yet one more, the 
most difficult of all. Bend our stubborn wills, warm 
our cold hearts, take away from us our “hearts 
of stone ” and give us “ hearts of flesh,” that we may 
never cease to love Thee, Who hast emptied Thyself 
of all Thy greatness ana Thy glory for love of us. 

(2) His gifts are infinite. The Incarnation and 
Redemption were indeed infinite gifts of God to man ; 
but these were gifts of God the Father. “ God so 
loved the world that He gave His Only-Begotten 
Son.” God the Son also would give us an infinite 
gift, so He gave us the Blessed Eucharist ; and, 
speaking in our poor human language, the gift of 
the Son was the greater gift. The Redemption was 
necessary ; what salvation was there for man with- 
out it? But the Blessed Eucharist is the offering of 
the superabundant love of the Son. The Incar- 
nation gave us the Humanity of our Lord for a 
time . But the Blessed Eucharist gives that Sacred 
Humanity to us till the last day of the world. 
Speaking of this Great Gift, St. Augustine says : “ I 
dare to say that God, though He be omnipotent, 
could not give us more ; though He be all wise, 
knows not how to give more \ though He be all 
rich, has not more to give.” 

Such is the Gift of Jesus in the Blessed Sacra- 
men. And what does He ask in return ? Body 
for Body, soul for Soul, heart for Heart ; that, as He 
gives Himself to us entirely and without reserve, 
we should so give ourselves to Him. He lets nothing 
stand between Him and us : neither the laws of 
Nature, nor His own dignity. Let us in our turn 

x x 
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allow nothing to stand between us and Him. Jesus 
has beeii generous with us. Let us be generous with 
Him. Let us not be like Saul, who was willing to 
sacrifice to God the least valuable of his spoils, 
white he kept back the best for himself. But 
from first to last, in small things and in great, 
let us be all for Jesus. “To whom much is given, 
from him much shall be expected.” 

(3) His suffering 8 are infinite- Jesus is present under 
the appearance of bread. But bread, ordinary and 
common though it be, is, in its elements, a creature 
of God, and thus is, in a sense, a blessed thing, even- 
in a wide sense, a sacrament, for all creatures are 
symbols or signs of the invisible power of God. 
But there is one thing in the world in which God 
can have no part or snare ; one thing on which God, 
Who is Love, must look with infinite loathing and 
abhorrence, and that is sin. Jesus the Lamb of 
God, Jesus the unpolluted, Jesus of whom Isaias 
could speak only after an Angel had hallowed his 
lips with a burning coal, in His stupendous and in- 
effable love of us allows Himself in this Holy Sacra- 
ment to come into contact with sin and with sinners. 
He had said indeed that pearls were not to be cast 
before swine, but it would seem that His love for 
us was greater than His wisdom. Think of the 
countless sacrileges which have been committed 
from that first sacrilege of Judas till the present day. 
Such have been the infinite sufferings of Jesus in 
the Adorable Sacrament. And do we sympathise with 
Him, suffer with Him, make reparation for the out- 
rages committed against Him, by our own increase 
of devotion ? Alas ! no. We show very little 
appreciation of the sufferings of Jesus. We 
seem scarcely conscious of His Presence. The 
Baptist might well say to us, as he said to the 
crowds by the Jordan, “ There hath stood One in 
the midst of you Whom you know not ” If we 
knew Jesus, surely we should love Him ; and if 
we loved Him, our love would show itself, for 
love is impatient of secrecy ; it yearns to manifest 
itself. We should be more frequent in our visits 
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to the Altar. We should be more reverent in our 
attitude of body and mind while in that Sacred 
Presence. We should not leave ourselves open to 
the charge of want of faith which unbelievers are 
so fond of bringing against us. Our coldness, our 
want of reverence, are not among the least or the 
sufferings to which our Master and Friend submits 
Himself in the Holy Sacrament of the Altar.*

ON PENANCE. 

Penance is used in two senses — in so far as it is a 
virtue, and in so far as it is a Sacrament. We will 
speak of it here merely as far as it is a virtue. 

Our Blessed Lord was the only true Penitent, Who 
took upon Himself our sins, and made satisfaction for 
them. His Precious Blood, applied to our souls 
through Baptism, not only effaces sins, but remits also 
all the punishment due to them ; so that if all Christians 
had preserved their Baptismal innocence, there would 
be no need of Penance. 

But, alas! who has not broken the Everlasting 
Covenant of his Baptism ? No one can say, “ My heart 
is clean, and I am pure from sin ” (Pv. 20, 9). And as 
the sins a man commits after his Baptism are more 
grievous than those which he committed before Baptism, 
they are not so easily pardoned; for Divine Justice 
demands certain conditions from him before the 
Precious Blood can be applied to his soul. For as the 
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Council of Trent says : “ The nature of Divine Justice 
seems to demand that they who through ignorance 
have sinned before Baptism be received into grace in 
one way ; and in another those who, after having been 
freed from the servitude of sin and of the devil, and 
after having received the gift of the Holy Ghost, have 
not feared knowingly to violate the Temple of God, 
and to grieve the Holy Ghost.” The way alluded to 
here for obtaining the remission of sins done after 
Baptism is the way of Penance , as our Lord would have 
, us understand when He says : “ Unless you do penance 
you shall all likewise perish ” (Luke 13, 3). 

The Penance spoken of by our Lord is a virtue which 
consists in (1) sorrow for sin, (2) and in a consequent 
desire to expiate the same. 

1. Sorrow for sin is the action of the will whereby 
the soul turns to God, and vehemently abhors its sins 
because they offend God, and purposes to sin no more. 
This sorrow is often accompanied with anguish of mind, 
as we find in the lives of the great penitent Saints, 
such as St. David, who watered bis couch with his tears, 
and St. Peter, whose cheeks were furrowed with the 
tears that he shed. 

2. Expiation, the second part of Penance, consists in 
penitential acts offered up in atonement for sin. By 
such acts we understand any bodily or mental suffer- 
ing, (1) inflicted on us by our Lord, Who “chastises 
those whom He loves ; ” (2) enjoined by the Cburch ; 
(3) or voluntarily undertaken by us, such as fasting, 
prayer, and almsdeeds. True sorrow leads to self- 
chastisement. Hence we see that the Saints were as 
ingenious in finding out ways and means of avenging 
the sins they sorrowed over as many of us are in 
finding out means for self-indulgence. 

But our Lord in the richness of His love has provided 
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a way whereby He may exercise His mercies even to 
those who do no Penance — rvamely, by the way of 
vicarious suffering , whereby one can do Penance for his 
neighbour, and so soften his hard, impenitent heart as 
to dispose it to receive God’s converting grace. 

This doctrine of vicarious suffering is based upon 
that of the Communion of Saints. It was taught 
dearly by St. Paul (Col. 1, 24), and preaohed and 
practised in all ages. But this privilege of thus sharing 
in the work of Eternal Redemption, though open to all, 
belongs especially to Priests, whose office it is morning 
by morning to offer up themselves to the Eternal 
Father with the Sacred Oblation of Jesus for their own 
sins, and for the sins of their people. But to His 
favourite ones does our Lord grant to share more 
largely than others iu His redeeming work, as we may 
judge from His '*wn beloved Apostles, whom He called 
to lay down their lives as He did for the Salvation of 
souls. Tradition also tells us that the little children 
whom He blessed were all favoured by Him with the 
privilege of mingling their life’s blood with the Blood 
that He shed for our Redemption. 

In all times has our Lord invited generous souls to 
co-operate with Him by suffering in saving souls. But 
in these calamitous times, when faith is lost and the 
justice of God is being vehemently outraged by the 
increased wickedness of men, He seems to be urging 
the faithful in greater numbers to take up the hammer 
of Penance, and with it to unite with Him in breaking 
the chains that hold so many souls captives to the 
devil. Above all is He calling loudly upon Priests to 
stand between the Porch and the Altar, and to weep 
over the sins of the world, and to cry out with Him to 
the Father, “Spare, O Lord, spare Thy people.” For 
this purpose many religious houses have been set up in 
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the Chmroh in these latter days. Among others there 
is the House of the Brotherhood of the Divine 
Expiation, where men will be received who are called 
to be in a special way oo- victims and co- pleaders with 
our Lord on the Altar for the appealing of His Father’s 
Auger, and for obtaining mercy for the world.* The 
Holy Father urges all who may be moved to join this 
Brotherhood to do so without delay, since, as he says: 
“The work is pressing. For it will appease the just 
Anger of the Eternal Father, provoked by the apostasy 
of peoples and of nations, and, by thus removing the 
obstacles to grace, will prepare the way for Divine 
Justice to work the conversion of the world.” May 
generous souls be found to devote themselves to this 
heroic life of Expiation, that so our Lord may not have 
to complain as He did of old when He said : “I sought 
among them for a man that might set up a hedge, and 
stand in the gap before Me in favour of the land, that 
I might not destroy it, and I found none ” (Ez. 22, 30).

Jn 18, 1-12 When Jesus had said these things. He went forth with 
His Disciples over the brook Cedron, where there was a 
garden, into which He entered with His Disciples.— And 
Judas also, who betrayed Him, knew the place because 
Jesus had often resorted thither together with His Dis- 
ciples. — Judas therefore having received a band of 
soldiers, and servants from the Chief Priests and the 
Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns and torches and 
weapons.—Jesus therefore knowing all things that should 
come upon Him, went forth, and said to them : Whom 
seek ye! — They answered Him? Jesus of Nazareth. 

Jesus saith to them : I am He. And Judas also, who 
betrayed Him, stood with them. — As soon therefore as He

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had said to them : I am He : they went backward, and 
fell to the ground. — Again therefore He asked them: 
Whom seek ye ! And they said : Jesus of Nazareth. — 
Jesus answered : I have told yon, that I am He. If 
therefore. jrou seek Me, let these go their way : — That 
the word might be fulfilled which He said : Of them whom 
Thou hast given Me, I have not lost any one. — Then 
Simon Peter having a sword, drew it ; and struck the ser- 
vant of the High Priest, and cut off his right ear.

— And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so 
did another Disciple. And that Disciple was blown to the 
High Priest, and went in with Jesus into the court of the 
High Priest.— But Peter stood at the door without. The 
other Disciple therefore who was known to the High 
Priest, went out, and spoke to the portress, and brought in 
Peter. — The maid therefore that was portress, saith to 
Peter : Art not thou also one of This Man’s Disciples ? He 
saith : I am not. — Now the Servants and ministers stood at 
a fire of coals, because it was cold, and warmed themselves. 
And with them was Peter also standing, and warming 
himself. — The High Priest therefore asked Jesus of His 
Disciples, and of His Doctrine. — Jesus answered him : I 
have spoken openly to the world : I have always taught 
in the Synagogue, and in the Temple, whither all the 
Jews resort; and in secret I have spoken nothing.— Why 
* askest thou Me ! ask them who have heard what I have 
spoken unto them : behold they know what things I have 
said. — And when He had said these things, one oi the ser- 
vants standing by, gave Je3us a blow, saying : Answerest 
Thou the High Priest so ? — Jesus answered him : If I have 
spoken evil, give testimony of the evil : but if well, why 
strikest thou Me!

They said therefore to him : Art not thou also one of His 
Disciples ? He denied it and said : I am not. — One of the 
Servants of the High Priest (a kinsman to him whose ear 
Peter cut off) saith to him : Did not I see thee in the gar- 
den with Him ?

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immediately the cock crew. — Then they led Jesus from 
Caiphas to the Governor’s Hall.

The Jews therefore 
said to him : It is not lawful for us to put any man to 
death. — That the word of Jesus might be fulfilled which 
He saidf signifying what death He should die. — Pilate 
therefore went into the Hall again, and called Jesus, and 
said to Him : Art Thou the King of the Jews ? — Jesus 
answered : Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or have 
others told it thee of Me f — Pilate answered : Am I a Jew ? 
Thy own nation, and the Chief Priests have delivered Thee 
up to me : what hast Thou done f

Jit 18, 38- Jesus answered : My Kingdom is not of this world. If 
40 My Kingdom were of this world, My servants would 
certainly strive that I should not be delivered to the 
Jews ; but now My Kingdom is not from hence.— Pilate 
therefore said to Him : Art Thou a King then ? Jesus 
answered : Thou sayest, that I am a King. For this was 
I born, and for this came I into the world ; that I should 
give testimony to the Truth. Every one that is of the 
Truth, heareth My Voice.— Pilate saith to Him : What is 
Truth ? And when he said this he went out again to the 
Jews, and saith to them : I find no cause in Him.— But 
you have a custom that I should release one unto you at the 
Pasch : will you therefore that I release unto you the King 
of the Jews ? — Then cried they all again, saying : Not This 
Man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a robber. 

Jn 19, 1-7 Then therefore Pilate took Jesus, and scourged Him. — 
And the soldiers platting a crown of thorns, put it upon 
His Head : and they put on Him a purple garment. — And 
they came to Him, and said : Hail, King of the Jews : and 
they gave Him blows. — Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith to them : Behold I bring Him forth unto you, 
that you may know that 1 find no cause in Him. — (Jesus 
therefore came forth bearing the crown of thorns, and the 
purple garment.) And he saith to them : Behold the Man. 
— When the Chief Priests therefore and the servants had 
seen Him, they cried out, saying : Crucify Him, crucify 
Him. Pilate saith to them : Take Him you, and crucify 
Him : for I find no cause in Him. — The Jews answered 
him : We have a law ; and according to the law He ought 
to die, because He made Himself the Son of God. 
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7*19,8-19 When Pilate therefore had heard this saying, he feared 
the more.— And he entered into the Hall again, and he 
said to Jesus : Whence art Thou P But Jesus gave him no 
answer. — Pilate therefore saith to Him : Speakest Thou 
not to me ? knowest Thou not that I have power to crucify 
Thee, and I have power to release Thee ? — Jesus answered : 
Thou shonldst not hare any power against Me, unless it 
were given thee from Above. Therefore he that hath 
delivered Me to thee, hath the greater tin.— And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release Him. But the Jews 
cried out, saying : If thou release This Man, thou art not 
Cesar’s friend. For whosoever maketh himself a king, 
speaketh against Cesar. — Now when Pilate had heard these 
words, he brought Jesus forth ; and sat down in the Judg- 
ment Seat, in the place that is called Lithostrotos, and in 
Hebrew Gabbatha. — And it was the Parasceve of the Pasch, 
about the sixth hour, and He saith to the Jews : Behold 
your King. — But they cried out : Away with Him, away 
with Him, crucify Him. Pilate saith to them : Shall I 
crucify your King ? The Chief Priests answered : We 
have no king but Cesar. — Then therefore he delivered Him 
to them to be crucified. And they took Jesus and led Him 
forth. — And bearing His own Cross He went forth to that 
place which is called Calvary, but in Hebrew Golgotha. — 
Where they crucified Him, and with Him two others, one 
on each side, and Jesus in the midst. — And * Pilate wrote 
. a title also : and he put it upon the Cross. And the writing 
was, Jesus of Nazareth the King of the Jews.

Jn 19, 29- This title therefore many of the Jews did read : because 
31 the place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the City :

— When Jesus therefore had taken of the 
vinegar, He said : It is consummated. And bofeing His 
head, He gave up the Ghost. — Then the Jews (because it 
was the Parasceve) that the bodies might not remain upon 
the Cross on the Sabbath day (for that was a great Sabbath 
day) besought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. 



In 19,32- The soldiers therefore came : and they broke the legs of 
42 the first, and of the other that was crucified with him. — 
But after they were come to Jesus, when they saw that He 
was already dead, they did not break His legs.

— And after these things Joseph of 
Arimathea (because he was a disciple of Jesus, but secretly, 
for fear of the Jews) besought Pilate that he might take 
away the Body of Jesus. And Pilate gave leave. He came 
therefore and took away the Body of J esus. And Nicodemus 
also came, he who at the first came to Jesus by night, bring- 
ing a mixture of mvrrh and aloes, about an hundred p>und 
weight. — They took therefore the Body of Jesus, and oound 
It in linen cloths with the spices, as the manner of the Jews 
is to bury. — Now there was in the place, where He was 
crucified, a garden ; and in the garden a new Sepulchre, 
wherein no man yet had been laid. — There therefore, 
because of the Parasceve of the Jews, they laid Jesus, 
because the Sepulchre was nigh at hand.

PART L 

ON SIN. 

Sin is a voluntary violation of the Divine Law. Sin 
is either original or personal. Original sin is the sin 
which we inherit from Adam. God conferred on 
human nature , in th e person of Adam, original justice, 
or the supernatural friendship and society of God. 
With the fall of our first parent human nature was 
deprived of this Divine friendship and communion, 
and thus we are bom in a state of aversion from God. 
“We were by nature children of wrath. ” * We are freed 
from original sin by Baptism, whether it be Baptism 
of watery of blood (martyrdom), or of desire . The 
Baptism of desire does not necessarily involve an 
explicit wish for Baptism, or even a knowledge of 
Baptism. It is sufficiently contained in acts of con- 
trition and of perfeot charity. Those who die with no 
other sin than original upon their souls will not be 
punished with the “ pain of sense for, as S. Thomas 
points out,t the “pain of sense” corresponds to the 
conversion to the “ bonum commutabile,” which con- 
version, though involved in actual has no place in 
original sin. They will indeed undergo the loss of the 
Beatific Vision , since this loss corresponds to the

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aversion from the “ bonum incommutabile, ’ ’ which 
aversion is involved in original as well as in actual sin.* 
Bat though they will undergo the loss of the Beatific 
Vision, they will not suffer what is commonly under- 
stood by the “ pain of loss,*’ for they will realise that 
the Beatific Vision is a prize which was never in their 
power to gain. The lost souls in hell, on the other 
hand, know that the Beatific Vision would have been 
theirs had they not forfeited it by their own folly, and 
hence the never-ending mental anguish of hell, f 
Personal sin is the sin which we personally commit.' It 
is either actual — ».e., the sinful action itself, or habitual 
— i.s., the deformity of soul resulting from the com- 
mission of actual Bin. Actual sin is, with respect to its 
gravity, either mortal or venial. Mortal sin is an offence 
which is incompatible with the love of God above 
all things. Venial sin is an offence against God, yet 
not such as is incompatible with the love of God above 
all things. Hatred of God is dearly incompatible with 
this love of God, and thus is clearly a mortal sin. But,>v 
in many cases, the light of reason does not suffice to 
inform us whether a given offence be incompatible or 
not with supreme love of God. In such cases we must 
go for instruction to the teaching of the Church.

PART IL 

ON JUSTIFICATION. 

Justification is the act by which one is made just. 
The word Justice has many meanings, but it always 
signifies a certain “rectitude of order.” The Justice 
which is the term of Justification means that rectitude 
of order by which man’s lower nature is subjected to 
his higher nature, and his higher nature is subjected 
to God. Justice, taken in this sense, may be conferred 
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on man in one or other of two ways : either after the 
manner of simple generation , by which man proceeds 
from mere privation of Justice to the possession of the 
form of Justice, and such was the original J ustifictaion 
of Adam ; or, as a movement from a contrary is a 
contrary , and such is the Justification of the sinner.* 
The Justification of the sinner may be defined as “ The 
Divine action by which God remits a man’s sins, and 
infuses into him sanctifying grace, and thus constitutes 
him His adopted son and heir of His Heavenly 
Kingdom.” 

Justification remits sins, not by simply covering them, 
but by utterly removing and abolishing them.f It 
abolishes them by introducing sanctifying grace, J the 
formal cause of J ustification, § into the soul. For the 
Justification of the adult certain dispositions are required 
on the part of the sinner. These dispositions are acts of 
Faith, Fear, Hope, Love of God, Contrition, and Firm 
Kesolution to keep God’s Law. |j Justice or sanctifying 
grace once gained may be increased, % or maybe lost.** 
Without a special revelation we cannot be certain, with 
the certainty of faith, that we are justified ft The 
Justification of the sinner is, as S. Thomas shows, XX a 
greater work than creation, since its term is the eternal 
good of communion with God, whereas the term of 
creation is the good of Nature, which passes away ; and 
a greater gift than the Gift of Glory, inasmuch as the 
sinner has no right to grace, whereas the just man has 
a true claim to glory. The J ustifioation of the sinner 
is, in truth, the greatest work of God. Hence the 
Church (Collect, 10th Sunday after Pentecost) sings, 
M Deus qui omnipotentiam tuam parcendo maxim e et 
miser ando manifestas.”

PART III. 

ON MERIT. 

Merit is the value of a supernatural work, or the 
claim which it has upon God for reward. If the claim 
be based on the equality between the work and the 
reward, and on the promise of God to attach the 
reward to the work, then the merit is said to be “ de 
condigno.” But if equality between work and reward, 
or the promise of God to reward, be wanting, then the 
merit is said to be “ de congruo ” only ; in other words, 
there is no claim \ipon God’s Justice , but there is 
something to move God to confer the reward out of 
His exceeding liberality . 

Thata work be meritorious * 4 de con digno,” certain con- 
ditions are required on the part of the agent, on the part 
of the work itself, and on the part of God the Rewarder. 
On the part of the agent it is required that he should 
be (l) in statu vise, (2) in a state of grace. On the 
part of the work, it is required that the work should 
be (1) free, (2) good, (3) supernatural as to its principle 
and as to its motive. On the part of God, in order 
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that such works should be “in actu seoundo” meri- 
torious, God’s promise to reward them is necessary. 
That a work be meritorious “ de congruo ” it is necessary 
that it should be (1) performed by one who is “ in statu 
vi (2) free, (3) good and of the supernatural order ; 
but it is not necessary that the agent should be in a 
state of grace. 

We conclude with a few words on the object of merit ; 
or the supernatural gifts which may be merited. 

And first as to actual grace as an object of merit : (a) 
The first actual grace is altogether gratuitous , and can 
be merited neither “ de condigno ” nor “ de congruo.” 
(b) Other actual graces can be merited neither “de 
condigno ” nor “ de congruo infallibili” but they can 
be merited “de congruo fallibili” and they can also 
be infallibly obtained by those who constantly and 
duly pray for them. 

Asto habitual grace: (a) The sinner cannot merit 
sanctifying grace “ de condigno,” but (b) he can merit it 
"decongruo.” (c) The justman can merit “de coLdigno” 
the increase of sanctifying grace, but (d) he can merit 
neither “ de condigno ” nor “ de congruo infallibili ” 
final perseverance , though he can merit the same “ de 
congruo fallibili .” 

As to glory: The just man can “de condigno” 
merit glory and also the increase of glory both acci- 
dental and essential. 

As to meriting for others : (a) No one can merit “ de 
condigno ” for others any supernatural gift whatever, 
but (b) the just man can merit “ de congruo ” for 
others, whatever he can merit for himself \ and, in 
addition , he £an merit for others first grace. 

To merit for another it is necessary that the good - 
work should be specially offered for that purpose. 

It is well to remember that, when the just man 
merits “ de congruo ” for another, the reward due to 
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himself “ de condigno,” for the same good work is in 
no respeot diminished*

The time of death is left uncertain, according to Pope

prepare for it.” “To fear death before it comes,” 
concludes S. Gregory, “ is to conquer it when it comes.”

PART V. 

ON JUDGMENT. 

“ After death the J udgment.”* The body dies, but 
the soul lives on, and the moment after the death of 
- the body the soul is judged. There are three stages in 
ordinary legal processes — discussion of the case, 
decision upon it, execution of the sentence. The first 
stage has no place in the Judgment after death. God 
already knows the merits or demerits of the soul 
brought to Judgment. But He pronounces sentence; 
and the soul divinely enlightened as to its condition 
acquiesces in the justice of the deoision. The sentence 
is then executed upon the soul by the soul itself. Its 
merit or demerit or need of purgation carries it, 
according to S. Thomas, t “ to its own place, ” as a stone 
is carried to its centre. 

But the soul will be judged once again in that 
General Judgment when all nations and tribes shall 
simultaneously appear before the Throne of God. 

“ Thither shall be brought,” says S. Jerome, J “ Plato 
with his foolish disciples. There the arguments of 
Aristotle shall be of no avail.” Then shall the Justice 
of God be made manifest by an equitable and final as- 
signation of rewards and punishments, so that no one may 
thereafter complain, saying, “ Behold, these are sin- 
ners, and yet, abounding in the world , they have obtained

PART VI. 

ON HELL. 

To those that are found wanting in that tremendous 
Judgment the Almighty will say : “ Depart from Me, 
ye cursed, into everlasting fire.”* In the words of 
this sentence are indicated the two pains of Hell — the 
pain of loss and the pain of sense. The pain of the 
loss of Ood 9 of eternal exclusion from the society of God, 

•Matthew 26, 4L 
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is by far the most terrible pain of HelL In the present 
life we may learn by experience that no created thing 
can satisfy our hearts, that if we look to creatures for 
our peace we shall be “ seeking rest and finding none.” 
Nevertheless, we cannot realise the pressing, absolute 
need we have of God. But, when the distractions of 
earth have died away, and the soul is alone with itself, 
it finds in itself a void which God alone can fill. It 
craves for God ; it would fly to God. But if the guilt 
of grievous sin be upon it, it is dashed to the earth. 
Again and again, with infinite yearnings, it rises 
towards God ; but only to be as incessantly beaten 
back to the ground. And this through all eternity. 
u Depart from Me, ye cursed.” 

The secondary pain of Hell is the pain of sense. Hie 
cause producing this pain is fire. “ Depart into ever- 
lasting fire.” The Church has never pronounced 
definition or decree concerning the nature of this fire ; . 
nevertheless, “ it is,” says Suarez,* “ the certain and 
catholic opinion that the fire, which was prepared for 
the devil and his angels, is a true and proper corporeal 
fire.” Material fire, as such, can have no influence 
upon separated spirits. But the fire of Hell is an 
instrument in the hands of Ood. 

Whether the fire of Hell tortures the demons and 
separated souls by burning them — that is, by inflicting 
pain of the kind experienced by the soul, in the present 
life, when the body which it informs is burned — is 
uncertain. S. Thomas, apparently, thinks that it does 
not. He never speaks of burning in this connection, and 
he distinctly states that the separated soul experiences 
no sensible pain. When explaining the action of the 
fire he describes it as confining and imprisoning the 
demons and lost souls. f Thus, then, the pain of sense

We conclude our Scripture Text Book with these few word* on 
Heaven, “ both because after the Resurrection of the Flesh the only 
remaining object of hope to the Faithful is the Reward of Everlasting 
Life ; and in order that that perfect happiness, embracing the fulness 
of all good may be ever present before our eyes, and that we may be 
taught to fix thereon all our thoughts and affections.”— Cat, of C. of T. 

The essential beatitude of Heaven oonsists in the 
Intuitive Vision of God. The Saints and Angels par- 
ticipate in this Vision, which naturally belongs to God 
alone, by means of the “light of glory,” which is, 
according to Leasius, “ a supreme irradiation and par- 
ticipation of that light by which God sees Himself, 
and by which the intellect is elevated to a Divine 
state and becomes 4 deiformis/ ” 

The primary object of the Beatifio Vision is God 
Himself, and whatever is contained “ formaliter ” in 
God — that is to say, the Divine Essence, and Attri- 
butes, and the Three Divine Persons. But though the 
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Blessed see God intuitively , still, they do not comprehend 
God — that is to say, they do not see God as perfectly 
as He sees Himself; for the “light of glory” is 
finite, and thus is inadequate for infinite knowledge. 
Nor do all the Blessed see God with a vision which is 
equal in intensity ; for the intensity of the vision de- 
pends upon the “ light of glory ” which each possesses, 
and this in turn corresponds to the degree of charity, 
and charity is possessed in unequal degrees by the 
Blessed. 

The secondary object of the Beatiflo Vision is what 
is contained in God “ eminerder ” — that is to say, 
creatures, actual and possible, which are contained in 
God m in their “ exemplar cause.” In their vision of 
God, the Blessed, according to the degree in which 
they severally possess the “ light of glory,” see 
creatures as thus contained in God. 

The accidental beatitude of Heaven is summed up in 
the words of the Apostle, “ Glory, honour, and peace 
to every one that worketh good.” * After the Resur- 
rection this accidental beatitude will be increased both 
“extensive” and “intensive “ extensive,” inasmuch 
as it will be shared by body as well as by soul, and 
“ intensive,” inasmuch as the soul will more rejoice 
when it sees its body glorified. Whether essential 
be ititude will increase after the Resurrection is a 
matter of dispute amongst theologians. 8. Augustine 
thinks that it will increase. Speaking of the state before 
the Resurrection of the beatified soul, S. Augustine 
says that from its desire for its body “ the soul is pre- 
vented from directing itself with all its intensity to 
the Supreme Good.” t S. Augustine’s view is adopted 
by S. Bernard, Peter Lombard, S. Bona venture, and
